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World War | officially ended with the sign-
ing of the Treaty of Versailles on June 28,
1919. However, seven months earlier, on
the eleventh hour of the eleventh day of
the eleventh month, fighting between Al-
lied nations and Germany ceased with an
armistice, a temporary cessation of hostil-
ities. Thatis why November 11,1918 was
considered the end of “the war to end all
wars.” In November of 1919, President
Woodrow Wilson proclaimed that Novem-
ber 11 would be the commemoration of
Armistice Day. The day would be ob-
served with parades, public gatherings,
and a brief suspension of business at 11:
00 am. Congress would eventually recog-
nize the annual observance of Armistice
Day on June 4, 1926, but it wouldn't be
until May 13, 1938 that Congress would
make it an official legal holiday. By 1954,
after World War Il and the Korean War,
legislation was approved to have Novem-
ber 11 become a day to honor all Ameri-
can veterans. On October 8, 1954, Presi-
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower issued the
first “Veterans Day Proclamation.” The
following information is about these men
and women who fought and served to
protect our country.

Veteran Demographics

As of 2018, there were 19.2 million veter-
ans in the United States, which accounted
for about 8 percent of the civilian nonin-
stitutional population age 18 and over.
About 10 percent of all veterans were fe-
male. Of all veterans, 2.4 million (12.7 per-
cent) were black or African American, 15.8
million (82.4 r)ercent) were non-Hispanic
white, 1.3 million were Hispanic (7 per-
cent), and 0.4 million (1.9 percent) were
Asian. Data for all races are not presented
in this tabulation.

In 2018, 9 million veterans were 65 years
and older while 1.9 million were under 35.
The states with the greatest number of
veterans were California (1,713,000 veter-
ans), Texas (1,582,000 veterans), Florida
(1,405,000 veterans), Pennsylvania
(787,000 veterans), and Ohio (764,000 vet-
erans). The states with the least number
of veterans were Vermont (37,000 veter-
ans), Wyoming (48,000 veterans), North
Dakota (49,000 veterans), Rhode Island

(60,000 veterans), and Alaska (67,000 vet-
erans).

In 2018, the number of veterans with a ser-
vice-connected disability was 4.7 million
(24.8 percent), 4.2 million veterans with a
service-connected disability were male.
Among veterans with a service-connected
disability, 29 percent had a disability rating
of less than 30 percent, while another 41
percent had a rating of 60 percent or high-
er.

When Veterans Served

Veterans have served and protected Amer-
icans in both war and peacetime. Veterans
who served during World War I, the Kore-
an War, and the Vietnam era (all of whom
are over 60 years old) made up about 40
percent of all veterans (7.6 million) in 2018.
Veterans who served during the Gulf War
era | (August 1990 to August 2001) or dur-
ing the Gulf War era Il (September 2001 to
the present) made up about 38 percent
(7.2 million) of all veterans. About a quar-
ter (4.3 million) served outside of the des-
ignated wartime periods.

Unemployment of Veterans

The unemployment rate for veterans in
2018 was 3.5 percent, this was slightly low-
er than the total U.S. unemployment rate
of 3.8 percent. The unemployment rate for
veterans with a service-connected disabil-
ity was higher at 5.2 percent. The unem-
ployment for male veterans was 3.8 per-
cent, slightly higher than female veterans
at 3.7 percent.

World War Il, Korean War, and Vietnam era
veterans had a combined unemployment
rate of 3.6 percent, Gulf War era | veterans
had an unemployment rate of 2.8 percent
(the lowest of any category), Gulf War era Il
veterans had an unemployment rate of 3.8
percent (the highest of any category), and
veterans during other service periods had
an unemployment rate of 3.5 percent.

The states with the lowest veteran unem-
ployment were lowa (1.4 percent), and
Connecticut, Maine, and NewJerseK (all at
2.0 percent). The state with the highest
unemployment rate for veterans was Col-
orado (5.8 percent).

The state of Tennessee had a veteran unemployment rate of 2.4 percent (much lower than the U.S. rate of 3.5 per-
cent). Tennessee had the 13th highest number of veterans employed at 249,000 persons (the employment rate
ranked the 15th highest at 49.9 percent of the population). In contrast, the U. S. employment rate among veterans
was 47.5 percent of the population. Tennessee also ranks 12th in terms of the total number of veterans in the civil-
ian non-institutional population (estimated at 500,000 veterans).
